No. l-Pres./64. — The President is pleased to approve the 
'award of the MAHA V1R CHAKRA for acts of gallantry 
to: — 

1. Second Lieutenant BHAGWAN OUTT DOGRA 
(IC-13176), The Gorkha Rifle?. 

I Effective date of award — 20th October 1962) 

On 20th October 1962, at dawn, after heavy bombardment, 
Chines© forces attacked the left flank of the position held by 
a Gorkhit Rifles battalion in Tsangdhar area in NEFA, 2/Lt. 
Dogra's platoon was on this flank, guarding a track leading 
to his Company position. His platoon came under intense 
fire and was attacked by no less than 200 Chinese soldiers. 
Though heavily outnumbered, 2/Lt. Dogra's men held their 
ground and broke the initial assault. 2/Lt. Dogra himself 
moved from bunker to bunker, infusing confidence into his 
men; and continued to do so even when wounded in the face 
and bleeding profusely. Observing that the Light Machine 
Gun of the Section had stopped firing, 2/Lt. Dogra, in com- 
plete disregard of his personal safety, ran through the hail of 
enemy fire, put the gun into action, and Inflicted heavy 
casualties on the enemy. Afterwards he gave covering fire 
for the withdrawal of his men. till his machine gun was 
destroyed and he was captured. 

2/Lt. Dogra throughout this action displayed courage and 
leadership of a high order and selfless devotion to duty in 
the best traditions of the Army. 

2. Lt.-Col. BEJOY MOHAN BHATTACHARJEA 
(IC- 1338), The Garhwal Rifles. 

(.Effective date of award — 25rt October 1962) 

Lt. Colonel Bhattacharje'a was commanding a battalion of 
the Garhwal Rifles which fought a withdrawal action from 
Towang-Jang on 25th October 1962. The morale of his 
troops had been shaken but they regained it under his inspir- 
ing leadership and soon dominated the area with aggressive 
patrolling. Lt. Colonel Bhattacharjea himself accompanied 
the first few patrols, and his men recovered some arms and 
equipment left behind by the withdrawing forces. They also 
raided an enemy position and captured a prisoner. 

On 17th November 1962, when the enemy started a major 
offensive against the SELA position, the brunt of the attack 
was borne by Lt, Colonel Bhattacharjea's battalion. The 
enemy put in five successive attacks that day, but all of them 
were repulsed under his courageous leadership. At one 
time, when the enemy brought Medium Machine Gun fire 
on his flank 'and rear, he immediately sent out a party of 
volunteers which destroyed the enemy position and captured 
the Machine Gun. On the night of 17/18th November 1962, 
the, battalion carried out a successful withdrawal to SENGE 
under orders from the Brigade Headquarters. Lt. Colonel 
Bhatt'acharjea was in charge of the advance guards and 
though already tired, his men marched the whole night, 
covering a distance of 14 miles. When the forward troops 
came under sudden enemy fire from a ridge, Lt. Colonel 
Bhattacharjea led his men gallantly and cleared the ridge 
area, but could not make further progress owing to heavy 
enemy fire and was captured. 

Throughout this period of over three weeks Lt. Colonel 
Bhattach'arjea led his men bravely with great courage and 
determination disregarding his own safety.

(Effective date of award — 2nd January 1961) 

On 31st December 1960, S. S. "Indian Navigator" of the 
India Steamship Co. Ltd. was on a voyage from Britain to 

India when a violent explosion took place in the cargo tyold 

causing extensive damage to her superstructure and compet- 
ing her Master and crew to abandon her. The Company's 
agents in London directed another of their vessels S. S. 
"Indian Success", which was in the vicinity of the ill-fated 
vessel, to investigate and report the condition of the aban- 
doned ship. On reaching the scene at 0245 hours on 1st 
January 1961, the Master of S, S. "Indian Success" formed a 
volunteer party from amongst his crew and sent it to S. S. 
"Indian Navigator" in a motor life boat under heavy weather 
■conditions. Finding It impossible to board the burning ship 
the party returned, but on 2nd January 1961 they succeeded 
in boarding her at 11,45 hours. In spite of the fact that the 
ship was listing badly, the party remained on board through- 
out the day making preparations for towing her to safety. 
The weather deteriorated progressively with frequent rain 
squalls and very rough seas and since the life boat by which 
they came was no longer serviceable, they were directed to 
stay on board the ship and to be ready for towing operations 
the next morning. But, during the night, the ship wrecked 
by fire, explosions and the rough sea, broke up and sank with 
(he brave volunteers aboard. 

Chief Officer Soares and his companions gave their lives 
in the hazardous task of trying to save a wrecked ship, 
showing great courage in the face of the gravest danger and 
a high sense of duty. 

10. Shri RAZOU SOPU ANGAMI. Area Superintendent, 
Northern Angami Area. 

(Effective date of award — XSth March 1962) 

On the night of 13th/I4th March, 1962, Shri Razou Sopu 
Angami, Area Superintendent of Northern Angami Area, 
received information that fifteen Naga hostiles were spending 
the night in a hideout in a village In Nagaland, Without 
losing any time, Shri Angami rushed to a Village Guard post 
to get a patrol to attack this hideout. As most of the 
Village Guards were out on other duty, he could collect only 
nine of thton. Undeterred by the smaH strength of his force, 
he decided to attack the hideout, killing three hostiles, wound- 
ing some others and capturing one rifle and some ammuni- 
tion in the encounter. Shri Angami's initiative, presence of 
mind 'and courage made the operation successful. 

No. 3-Pres./f>4, — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the VIR CHAKRA for acts of gallantry to: — 

1. 2436723 Havildar MALK1AT SINGH, 

The Punjab Regiment (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award — lOrft October 1962) 

Havildar Malkiat Singh was commanding a section post 
on high ground at Karpola north of TsengWng in NEFA. 
On 10th October 1962, when the Chinese launched a mas- 
sive attack against the platoon post at Tsengjong, Havildar 
Malkiat Singh brought intense and accurate are to bear on 
the enemy. His section post did not have any overhead 
shelter, and he was quite aware that if their position was dis- 
closed, it would be subjected to heavy shelling. Undaunted 
by any danger and in complete disregard of his own safety, 
Havildar Malkiat Singh continued to bring down maximum 
fire on the enemy. 

During a subsequent attack on the Tsce&jong position the 
same day, the section post of Havildar Malkiat Singh was 
subjected to intense mortar fire. He personally manned the 
gun position and continued accurate fire on the enemy until 
the post ran short of ammunition. By this time the enemy 
had occupied his route of withdrawal to thei Saute'" of 
Nyamkachu and Havildar Malkiat Singh and his mm were 
forced to withdraw through the thick iungle to the West. Ho 
then led his men by a circuitous and difficult route and 
reached Tsangdhar after about 48 hours. The ptrty had no 
rations and had to cany a wounded soldier. 

On 18th October 1962, learning that ammunition and 
other essential stores were urgently needed by our troops at 
Tsangle three days march from Tsangdhar, Havildar Malkiat 
Singh volunteered to carry the stores. Twenty other Ranks 
of his platoon following his example volunteered to go with 
him. On 20th October 1962, however, on the way to 
Tsangle, the .party encountered 8 colunmn of approximately 
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twelve hundred Chinese. Undaunted by the enemy's, over- 
whelming superiority in numbers, Havildar Malkiat Singh 
and his twenty brave men took up a position, brought down 
heavy fire on the enemy, and put up a gallant fight, in which 
he was killed. 


Throughout these operations, H'avildar Malkiat Singh, dis- 



2. 29659 Rifleman PURNA BAHADUR TAMANG, ‘ 
The Assam Rifles. 

/Effective date of award — 22nd October 1962) 

On 22nd October 1962, after a ridge in NEFA had fallen 
to the Chinese, it became difficult for a platoon post to 
withdraw as the Chinese had occupied the neighbouring terri- 
tory. No instructions as to th c route to take could be 
transmitted To the post as its wireless set had gone out of 
order. In these adverse conditions Rifleman Purna Bahadur 
Tamanjj volunteered to carry a message from his Command- 
ing Officer to the Commander of the Post. Running the 
gauntlet of enemy fire. Rifleman Tamang made his way 
quickly through the jungles and managed to deliver the 
message to the Platoon Commander in five hours time. This 
enabled the platoon to extricate itself from the post and so 
saved the Eves of the 40 soldiers in it. 

In this action Rifleman Purna Bahadur Tamang displayed 
presence of mind, commendable courauc, and great devotion 
to duty. 

3. 3330962 Havildar KIRPA RAM, 

The Sikh Regiment. (Posthumous) 

( Effective date of award — 23rd October 1962) 

Havildar Kirpa Ram, Battalion Bootmaker, came iD to the 
limelight when the enemy attacked the Wolong area in NEFA 
on 23rd October 1962. The Unit Quartermaster was faced 
with the most urgent task of getting heavy mortar ammuni- 
tion and small arms ammunition to the gun position and the 
forward defended localities where the stocks of ammunition 
were running low. All the combatants were engaged in the 
priority task of improving the defences bec'ause of the 
enemy's swift advance to Walong. Realising the situation, 
Havildar Kirpa Ram Volunteered, and persuaded all other 
tradesmen and non-combatants to undertake the task of 
carrying the ammunition. By his personal example and 
initiative he inspired his comrades to work round the clock 
and to complete the task in time. When this was accom- 
plished he also undertook the subsequent replenishment of 
ammunition in the forward defended localities. 

Havildar Kirpa Rani gave further proof of his selfless 
devotion to duty on 16th November 1962, when a company 
whose supply route had been cut by the enemy needed 
ammunition badly. He again volunteered to carry ammuni- 
tion, knowing full well the gravity of the situation, and the 
hazards involved to bis personal safety. With a team of 
about 8 men, he gallantly fought his way through the enemy, 
but was seriously wounded. Though incapacitated, he kept 
.cheering the rest of the men on to fulfil the mission. As a 
result, the ammunition was delivered enabling the Company 
to continue fighting. Havildar Kirpa Ram succumbed to his 
wounds. His was a singular example of a non-combatant 
showing, conspicuous courage and unflinching loyalty to his 
comrades in arms, in the face of the enemy. 

4. Major PANDHARINATH ANANT REGE (IC-3174), 
The Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 24th October 1962) 

Major P. A. Rege was Commanding Officer of a post at 
Henkw in NEFA with 'about 100 men. On 24th October 
1962. about 500 Chinese soldiers attacked the post and our 
troops, though greatly outnumbered, fought back so tena- 
ciously under the command of Major Rege that they repulsed 
four enemy attacks and inflicted Wavy casualties on them. 
Ultimately after hand to hand fighting our troops fyad to 
withdraw. Major Rege and his men had continued success- 
fully however to block the advance of the enemy for a. con- 
siderable period, thereby keeping the lines of communication 
open for the Garrison. 

Throughout this operation Major Rege displayed courage 
and leadership of a high order. 

5. 111604 Lance Naik HASTA BAHADUR GURUNG, 
The Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 24(/i October 1962) 

Lance Nalk Hasta Bahadur Gurung was in command of a 
detached Section at Lamdola, NEFA. On 24th October 
1962, the Chinese attacked his post in overwhelming numbers 
and though L/Naik Gurung had only four riflemen with hint 
at that time, he fought back tenaciously against the Chinese 
force. Whan his LMG No. 1 was killed, L/Naik Gurung 
took the Light Muchine Gun himself and engaged the. enemy 


in spite of the fact that he bad sustained multiple bullet in- 
juries. He continued his fight till his men were killed and 
he himself was captured. Later he managed to escape from 
enemy custody. 

The fighting spirit, leadership and courage displayed by 
L/Naik Hasta Bahadur Gurung were of a high order. 

6. 112293 Rifleman BAJIRAM THAPA, 

The Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of awerd*-24th October 1962) 

Rifleman Bajir'am Thapa, along with his platoon, was 
deployed at a post in NEFA which the Chinese forces 
attacked in overwhelming numbers on 24th October 1962, 
Rifleman Thapa, who was in position covering the main 
track, shot dead two advancing enemy soldiers. Even when 
a burst of enemy fire wounded him in the left hand, he con- 
tinued firing and killed yet another enemy soldier. By this 
time the enemy had got vety close and Rifleman Thapa was 
wounded again in the back. His platoon had to withdraw 
without him. Wounded and without food, water and ade- 
quate clothing, he remained behind the enemy Unto for 3 
days, before he succeeded in rejoining bis platoon. 

In this action. Rifleman Bajiram Thapa displayed courage, 
determination and resourcefulness of a high order. 

7. Second Lieutenant SURINDAR NATH TANDON 

(1C- 12691), The Garhwal Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — llth November 1962) 

2/Lieuteriant Tandon was commanding a Company of the 
Garhwal Rifles, which had taken up a defensive position near 
a bridge between Jang and Nuranang in NEFA. Owing t6 
the nature of the terrain and defensive layout, it was not 
possible for the Chinese to attack the positions of other 
Companies without first overrunning the position of 2/Lt. 
Tandon's Company. 

On 17th November 1962, the Chinese launched their first 
attack on the forward platoon. In the midst of heavy mortar 
fire from the enemy, 2/Lt. Tandon visited his forward posts. 
The attack was repulsed, but the Battalion Commander warn- 
ed 2/Lieutenant Tandon to expect more severe attacks and 
ordered him to stop the enemy at all costs. He assured the 
Commanding Officer that every jaw an was prepared to hold 
the position as long as he survived. 

The enemy put in two more attack* within 3 hours but 
the jaw'ans, under the inspiring and courageous leadership 
of 2/Lieutenant Tandon, beat oS the assaults inflicting in- 
creasing casualties on the enemy. After a short lull, the 
enemy managed to bring a Medium Machine Gun within 30 
to 40 yards of a platoon position and opened heavy fire on 
it. 2/Lt. Tandon realising that the position had become very 
critical sent a volunteer party comprising a Lance- Naik and 
two Riflemen to destroy the enemy MMG. While 2/Lt. 
Tandon and his Platoon Commander personally engaged the 
enemy MMG with their own Light Machine Guns, the Lance 
Naik and the Riflemen crawled forward, killed the enemy 
Medium M'achine Gunners and brought back the Medium 
Machine Gun. 

With outstanding courage and determination, 2/Lt Tendon 
and his men withstood repeated assaults of the enemy and 
inflicted over 300 casualties. 

8. JC- 102 1 1 Subedar UDAI SINGH RAW AT, 

The Garhwal Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 17f/» November 1962) 

On 17 th November 1962, Subedar Udai' Singh Rawat was 
in command of a platoon of the Garhwal Rifles near Nura- 
nang in NEFA. His platoon was holding the left rear flank 
of the Company defended locality. At dawn, the Chinese 
attacked the forward platoon locality with heavy mortar and 
small arms fire. The attack was repulsed. At about 0800 
hours, the enemy again attacked the platoon position with in- 
creased pressure front three directions. The attack was again 
repulsed and the enemy suffered heavy casualties. At aiiout 
1100 hours the «nenry brought a Medium Machine Gun with- 
in 30 to 40 yards of the left flank of the platoon locality and 
tried to neutralise the section post and Light Machine Guns. 
Subedar Rawat found it necessaty to destroy the eneniy MMG 
with grenades. After consulting his Company Commander, 
Subedar Rawat detailed a Lance Nkik and two Riflemen, to 
destroy the enemy MMG. Subedar Rawat and his Company 
Commander personally engaged the enemy Medium. Machine 
Gunners with their, own Light Machine GUPS, while the Lance 
Naik and the Riflemen crawled forward, killed the Medium 
Machine Gunners by throwing grenades and brought back 
the Medium Machine Gun. The Lance Naik and one of the 
two Riflemen were killed in this action. Subedar Rawat and 
his man successfully protected the left rear flank of the Com- 
pany and prevented the enemy from over-running the 
defended locality. 

Subedar Udai Singh Rawat displayed steadfastness, deter- 
mination and leadership of a high order during this opera- 
tion. 
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9. Flight Lieutenant KJEUSHAN KANT 'SA1NI (4436) r ' 

General Duties (Pilot,). 

(Effective date of award — ISth November 1962) 

Flight Lieutenant Krish'an Kant' Saini had been operating 
in NtlFA area since October 1960. ' On 18th November, 
1962, he, along with his co-pilot, was evacuating seriously 
injured battle casualties in • Wakrag area. He was instructed 
to land at a helipad close to the enemy line which was 
reported to be clear of enemy troops. When ho was over 
the helipad, Chinese troops opened hre from many directions. 
His helicopter was hit at several places; the main reducter 
was damaged and oil from it gushed out in a. thick spray 
which blinded him temporarily. His right ankle whs also 
injured by a splinter and he was bleeding profusely. With 
great determination, presence of mind and sloll, he dived the 
helicopter almost to ground level in order to avoid further 
damage from enemy fire. Ho thus saved the helicopter 'and 
the lives of his co-pilot and passenger*. In spite of the 
damaged hydraulic system and the perional injury, he skil- 
fully brought the aircraft back to base. 

Flight Lieutenant Saini displayed courage, determination 
and professional skill of a high order, 

10. 4529486 Havildar GOV1ND KAMBLE* 

The Mahar Regiment. /Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award — 18th November 1962) 

Havildar Govind Kamble of the Mah'ar Regiment was in 
command of a Medium Machine Gun Section placed under 
the operational command of a Company of Sikh Light 
Infantry, which was deployed on the forward slopes of 
SELA m NEFA to cover the withdrawal of a Battalion of the 
Garhwal Rifles. On 18th November 1962 the Chinese 
forces attacked this Company position. The battalion are'a 
south of it had partially fallen to the enemy. Havildar 
Kamble was in command of two Medium Machine Guns and 
moved from trench to trench completely disregarding enemy 
fire. While doing so, he was hit by mortar splinters in both 
legs and was unable to use them. He, however, dragged 
himself into the Medium Machine Gun trench. By this time 
the Company was ordered to withdraw. Havildar Kamble 
told his men to withdraw to safety while- he continued to 
give them covering fire and enabled them to disengage from 
the enemy. He himself succumbed to his injuries. 

Havildar Govind Kamble displayed courage, devotion to 
duty and a spirit of supreme sacrifice in the face of the 
enemy. 

— The President is pleased to approve tho 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS IIi; for gallantry, 
to; — 

1. 1406843 'Naik GOVIND RAM, 

The Corps of Engineers ■ (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award — 10th October 1961) 

In the Zojila area, Nalk Govind Ram was in charge of a 
blasting party and was also responsible for conducting the 
machinery on road construction. Ho was responsible for a 
road stretch of 250 yards on tho vertical face of Zojila to 
which regardless of any danger, he acted as guide to all ins- 
pecting and work checking officers. On 10th October 1961, 
during the course of work, a portion of a large hill broke 
off and fell. Naik Govind Ram, at grave personal risk, 
warned his men and thus saved then; lives, but in doing so 
lost his own. His gallantry and spirit of self sacrifice were 
in the best traditions of tho Army. 

2. 2835356 Jemadar BAGH SINGH, 18 Bn. 

The Rajputana Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 4th November 1962) 

On 2nd November 1962 Jemadar (then Havildar) Bagh 
Singh, who was operating in the disturbed areas of Manipur, 
was sent with his patrol to capture _ a notorious hostile leader 
In- a village.. After a strenuous- march by-a difficult route, 
the patrol reached the village and encircled the hostiles, who 
ran in two directions firing at the pa.trol. Jemadar Bagh 
Singh split up his patrol to follow both 'tho hostile parties 
simultaneously, A hostile- threw a grenade, which narrowly 
missed Jemadar Bagh Singh. Jemadar Bagh Singh fired at 
and wounded the leader of the gang, who however suddenly 
jumped down a deep ravine. Jemadar" Bagh Singh, without 
any hesitation, jumped after him and grappled with him and 
captured'him. Some arms, ammunition and photographs 
were recovered from the hostiles. 

In this action, Jemadar Bagh Singh displayed extraordinary 
courage, presence of mind and devotion to duty. 

3. Major PRTTAM SINGH GREWAL (IC-5611), 8 Bn. 

The Gorkha Rifles, 

(Effective date of awdrd — 3rd May, lj>63) 

On 3rd May 1963, while serving with tho International 
Commission for Supervision and Control in Laos, Major 


Pritam Singh Grewal was detailed to lead a team to recover 
the body of a French soldier who bad been killed by a mine. 

The team consisting of 15 members (including the crew 
and liaison officers) left in two helicopters and landed at 
their destination after noon. When the body of the French 
soiaier had been recovered and placed in a helicopter, the 
party was subjected to mortar and 'automatic lire by hostiles. 
All the members of the party took cover except for two 
civilian members. Noticing them lying hi the open near one 
of the helicopters, which had by now received a direct hit 
from a mortar bomb and was ablaze. Major Grewal, at 
great risk to his own life, rushed forward to bring them to 
safety even though the area was being swept by automatic 
fire. .A mortar shell burst about 20 feet behind him and 
Major Grewal received multiple injuries in the back. In spite 
of this he proceeded to the nearest village in order to arrange 
for medical aid and evacuation of the other seriously 
wounded personnel. 

The courage, initiative and determination with which 
Major Grewal handled the situation were in tho best tradi- 
tions of the Army,

Appointment of Valuers under Section 4(3) of the 
Estate Duty Act, 1953 — Valuers for Tea Estates. 

No, 5/50/63-E.D, — The Central Government have decided 
to appoint a separate category of Valuers for valuing tea 
estates. The minimum qualifications required for such a 
valuer are: — 

(a) he should be the owner or Manager of a tea plan- 
tation of the size of at least 100 acres which has a 
factory for manufacturing tea; and 

(b) he must have at least ten years' experience in the 
plantation line. 

2. Any person who fulfils the above qualifications ahd is 
desirous of being appointed as a Valuer may apply to the 
Deputy Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Revenue), New Delhi, on or before 
the 28th February, 1964. 

3. On receipt of an application, the Central Government 
may require any other information to be furnished or may 
cause such enquiries to be made- as it deems fit. 

4. (1) The appointment of Valuers shall, in the first 
instance, be for a period of three years and every person 
whose name has been included in any list shall have to 
apply again, for the renewal of his appointment for a similar 
period if he satisfies the qualifications prescribed for the time 
being. 

(2) Further names of Valuers may be added Imlists to be 
published half yearly. 

(3) The Central Government may remove the name of 
any person from the list of Valuers if it finds him guilty of 
any misrepresentation in furnishing particulars of his qualifi- 
cations and experience or of any misconduct in connection 
with any valuation. 

5. The scale of charges fixed for the remuneration of 
Valuers is as under and it shall not be permissible for any 
Valuer whose name is borne on the list to charge a fee- at 
a scale higher than the prescribed scale ; —

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 4th January 1964 

No. 6-PG(65)/63. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of Cochin 
for the year 1962-63. The ualient features of the Report ar« 
given below : — 

(1) FINANCIAL RESULTS 

(a) Port Fund : The revenue Receipts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account) during the year wero Rs. 136.93 
lakhs as compared with Rs. 1.50.16 lakhs during 1961-62. 
The rise in income was mainly due to increase in receipts 
from Wet Docks and Wharves and Lands and Buildings. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contributions to Reservo Funds and Capital 
Account) during the year under review was Rs. 126.25 lakhs 
as against Rs. "149.62 lakhs in 1961-62. The decrease in 
expenditure during the year under review was mainly due to 
decrease in debt charges on account of the return of a loan 
taken by the Port to the Government of India. 

A contribution of Rs. 10 lakhs was made to the Capital 
Account and the following contributions were mado to the 
various Reserve Funds :

Revenue Reserve Fund l'OO 

Accident Fund O' 99 

Renewals and replacement Fund 2-98 

(b) Pilotage Account : Tho gross income and expenditure 
during 1962-63 were Rs. 5.92 fakhs and Rs. 4.39 lakh* res- 
pectively, resulting in a surplus of Rs. 1,53 lakhs. 

(c )■ Reserve Funds: The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of tho year wa« 
satisfactory. 

(d) Debt: The aggregate of debt charges during the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 19.24 lakhs as against 
Rs. 71,74 lakhs in the preceding year, which included a loan 
of Rs. 50 lakh returned by tlie Port to Government, The 
outst'anding debt of the port at the close of the financial year 
stood at about Rs. 349 lakhs out of which a sum of Rs. 291 
lakhs was due to the Government of India and the balance 
to the Government of Kerala. 

(2) TRAFFIC ■ 

(a) Trade : Irhe total dead weight tonnage of imports 
which passed through, the- port during the year 1962-63 was 
19 .$9 lakh tonnes as against 18.87 lakh tonnes in tho pre- 
vious year, registering an increase of 0.82 lakh tonnes or 


4.35 per cent. The increase was mainly in coal, cashewnuts, 
sugar, machinery, copra and manure. Rice and other grains, 
chemicals, salt and .cotton raw showed decreases. 

The exports during the year 1962-63 amounted to 4,03 lakh 
tonnes showing a decrease of 0.04 lakh tonnes compared 
with the previous year. The decrease was mainly in the 
export* of ores, coconuts, copra, coconut ■ oil and cottoii 
waste. Cashew kernals, tea and cashew shell liquid, rubber 
and prawns showed an increase. 

(b) Passenger' Traffic ; The total number of passengers 
who embarked and disembarked during the year under 
review was 1.690 and 1,646 as against 2,601 ana 1,400 res- 
pectively during the previous years. 

(c) Shipping : The number of vessels, excluding 'sailing 
vessels, which entered the port during 1962-63' was 1,330 
with a tonnage of 44.80 lakhs. The corresponding figures 
for the previous year were 1,342 vessels and 43.10 lakh tons,' 
131 sailing vessels with a tonnage of about 16,000 visite4 
the port during the year as against 120 with a tonnage of 
about 15.000 during 1961-62. 

1. N.S. 'Vikrant' of 704' O.A. was the longest Naval Vessel, 
and S.S. Oxfordshire of 610' O.A. with 20,586 tons gross, 
was the longest and the biggest, and Motor Tanker 'KIWI' 
of 31' draft "(he deepest of the merchant vessels th'at entered 
the port during the year. 

(3) LABOUR 

The amenities already provided such as library and read- 
ing room, indoor and outdoor games, medical aid, etc, were 
continued a.i usual. These amenities were provided to the 
porterage labour also, 

(4) CAPITAL WORKS . 

The work of construction of four additional wharf berths 
in the Ernakulam channel with ancillary facilities, which 
started in April 1955, was nearing completion. Besides, a 
number of staff quarters which were in progress at the end 
of the previous year were completed. The construction of 
an extension to tho Cochin Port Hospital on Willingdon 
Island, the construction of quarters for constables and the 
construction of roads on Willingdon Island made mbstantfal 
progress. 

(5) AMENITIES TO STAFF 

The number of scholarships granted to the children of the 
Port employees wag 66 during "the year under review. . 

2. The Government of India view with appreciation another 
year's work done by the Cochin Port Administration.
